An Ordinance to regulate the use 
of Septic Tanks in the City of 
( ■ rcenv ille. 

I he City Council of the City of 
(ireenville do ordain as follows 

That from and afur Mav 1. iv'-. 
and within a reasonable time there- 
after, every occupant or owner of 
any dwelling in the City of Creeu- 
ville equipped with water shall con- 
struct on said premises a septic 
tank into which shall be conducted 
all outflow and sewage from such 
( loseis and toilets. 

Said tanks shaii be constructed ot 
concrete with the top covering not 
to extend above the surfaca of the 
ground, and with wails, iloors and 
coverings to be built not IcbS than 
si.\ inches in thickness. No tank 
shall be constructed of less 
dimensions than five feet in depth, 
four feet in width and seven feet in 
length and shall be constructed 
according to »( ienti:ic and approved 
plans and shall be built at the 
direction and under the supervision 
I of the Street Committee of the 
City of (ireenville. 

Any person or persons failiug for 
an unreasonable time to Comply 
with tbe provisions of this ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined in the sum of 
.<j5.oo.
